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San Diego Shooting 
Linked to Leaflets 
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Leaflets urging readers 
to "look up" radical San 
Diego State College Eco¬ 
nomics Prof. Peter G. Boh- 
m e r were distributed 
about 10 days before two 
shots were fired into his 
home Thursday night, San 
Diego police said Friday. 

Bohmer was at a basket¬ 
ball game but one of the 
shots wounded Paula 
Tharp, 22, who lived with 
Bohmer and six other 
young men and women in 
a group they called the 
Ocean Beach Collective. 

Miss Tharp was listed in 
satisfactory condition at 
Doctor's Hospital after a 
bullet was removed from 
her right elbow. 

She has been Identified 
as a member of the San 
Diego Convention Coaliti¬ 
on a group that plans de¬ 
monstrations during the 
Republican National Con¬ 
vention in San Diego next 
August. ' 


A witness on the porch 
of a nearby house told po¬ 
lice two shots were fired 
from a light blue Ply¬ 
mouth Valiant about 9:15 
p.m. Thursday. 

Lt. Robert Walker of the 
San Diego homicide detail 
said there were no clues to 
the identity of the assai¬ 
lants but said a qroup call¬ 
ing Itself the Secret Army 
Organization distributed 
flyers attacking Bohmer 
in late December. 

The leaflets referred to 
Bohmer's radical political 
activities and also to col¬ 
lege disciplinary proceed¬ 
ings then pending against 
him for allegedly threaten¬ 
ing to lower students' 
grades if they disagreed 
with his views. 

Bohmer was cleared of 
these charges Dec. 31 after 
a two-week fact-finding 
hearing.' 

The Secret Army Orga¬ 
nization flyers said, "to 


any of our readers who 
may care to look up this 
RED SCUM and say hello, 
here is some information 
that may help." They list¬ 
ed Bohmer's address, phy¬ 
sical description and the 
make and license number 
of his automobile. 

Bill Ritter, a San Diego 
State senior and a Bohmer 
supporter, said police were 
told of threats against the 
economics professor sev¬ 
eral months ago but paid 
no attention until the 
shooting. 

Ritter said the Secret 
Army Organization was a 
right-wing paramilitary 
group made up of former 
servicemen in the San Die¬ 
go area. 

"We are calling for a full- 
scale government investi¬ 
gation, with citizen parti¬ 
cipation, of this event and 
of other right-wing, para- 
mllitary organizations," 
Ritter said. 

Acting President Donald 
E. Walker of San Diego 
State said he was "deeply 
shocked by the attack and 
injury to Miss Tharp." 

Walker said "several 
measures have been initi¬ 
ated to insure the safety 
of Mr. Bohmer" on campus 
but he did not reveal them.
